OFFICERS,  BOARDS,  COMMITTEES,  COMMISSIONS,  AND  THE  MANNER  OF 

THEIR  ELECTION 

Section  21 :  Commission  on  Education  For  Christian  Ministry: 

The  Commission  on  Education  For  Christian  Ministry  shall  be  composed  of  seven 
persons,  each  elected  for  a  period  of  seven  years,  with  the  terms  of  one  member  expiring 
annually;  the  vacancy  to  be  filled  by  the  Convention. 

Article  III  -  Duties  &  Responsibilities 

Section  21 :  Commission  on  Education  for  Christian  Ministry 

The  work  of  the  Commission  on  Education  for  Christian  Ministry  shall  be: 

1 .  To  provide  a  medium  for  voluntary  coordination  of  services  by  agencies  within 
the  Convention  which  address  the  equipping  of  those  called  to  Christian 
ministry, 

2.  To  provide  a  resource  of  information,  publications,  literature  and  other  media, 
along  with  appropriate  consultation  relative  to  educational  options,  for  those 
called  to  Christian  ministry,  including  pastoral  services,  youth  ministry, 
services  to  the  elderly,  church  music,  counseling.  Christian  education  and  other 
Christian  vocations;  and 

3.  To  provide  appropriate  conferences,  workshops  and  other  learning 
opportunities  which  will  foster  excellence  in  Christian  ministry.

Concerning  numbering  of  Duties  &  Responsibilities:

FOREIGN  MISSIONS 


Greetings  from  OFWB  INTERNATIONAL,  INC.  (Foreign  Missions)  to  the  Ninety- 
Sixth  Annual  Session  of  the  Convention  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists. 


The  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  was  created  by  the  Convention  and  given  the  assignment 
to  reach  around  the  world  with  the  Gospel.  This  Board  takes  this  responsibility  seriously, 
for  we  realize  the  value  of  every  soul.  We  have  faithfiil  workers  in  India,  Nepal, 
Bangladesh,  Bulgaria,  Mexico,  Liberia,  and  the  Philippines  who  daily  take  the  Gospel  to 
lost  souls. 


PHILIPPINES;  The  work  in  the  Philippines  continues  to  grow.  In  May  of  2007,  two 
couples  were  sent  to  Manila  to  begin  a  church  planting  ministry.  They  have  started 
several  Bible  studies  in  different  areas  that  we  hope  will  become  churches  in  the  future. 
Pioneer  work  is  very  difficult  and  they  need  your  prayers.  Several  new  church  buildings 
were  completed  during  this  year.  A  new  kindergarten  building  is  being  constructed  on  the 
campus  of  Palawan  Bible  College  in  Puerto  Princesa  City,  Palawan.  This  will  enable  us 
to  minister  to  many  more  children  and  their  families. 

The  Children's  Home  in  Cebu  continues  to  provide  excellent  care  for  the  children.  Some 
of  the  children  were  abandoned  by  their  parents  at  birth  and  did  not  even  have  a  name 
when  they  came  to  the  home.  These  children  were  given  a  name  by  the  courts. 

Medical  needs  for  many  people  were  met  during  the  year.  One  of  the  most  memorable 
was  a  little  girl  named  Beverly.  She  is  from  the  Palawano  Tribe  in  southern  Palawan.  She 
is  three  years  old.  Beverly  was  given  an  operation  to  give  her  proper  bowel  ftinctions. 
She  is  doing  great  at  this  time.  Thank  you  for  giving  and  caring. 

INDIA;  The  population  of  this  country  continues  to  expand.  The  sad  thing  is  that  this  is  a 
predominately  Hindu  country,  and  militant  Hinduism  is  becoming  more  vocal  and 
forceful.  Persecution  of  Christians  is  on  the  rise.  In  the  midst  of  this  souls  continue  to  be 
saved  and  churches  established.  We  have  faithful  pastors  and  teachers  who  share  the 
Gospel  every  day  at  the  risk  of  their  own  lives.  I  visited  with  many  of  them  in  2007  and 
was  impressed  by  their  dedication  and  their  work. 

The  Children's  Home  in  Gujarat  has  had  to  be  completely  renovated.  Fire  ants  invaded 
the  building  and  many  of  the  children  were  bitten.  A  new  cement  floor  had  to  be  poured 
and  brick  walls  were  added  to  replace  the  walls  made  of  bamboo,  cow  dung,  and  mud. 
New  beds  have  been  provided  and  they  no  longer  have  to  sleep  on  the  floor. 

We  have  begun  the  support  of  another  leprosy  colony  in  the  Calcutta  area.  Most  of  the 
people  in  this  colony  have  accepted  Christ  as  their  Savior.  We  hope  to  be  able  to  provide 
them  with  better  housing  this  year. 
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NEPAL:  The  work  in  Nepal  still  continues  to  deal  with  the  political  confusion.  The  lack 
of  a  stable  government  hampers  the  growth  of  the  work.  Our  schools  and  churches, 
however,  continue  to  function  and  souls  are  being  saved.  This  is  one  of  the  poorest 
countries  in  the  world  and  the  political  confusion  makes  it  even  worst. 

Anneel  and  Maalah  recently  took  a  survey  trip  to  Katmandu,  which  is  the  capitol  city  of 
Nepal.  We  are  looking  at  the  possibility  of  opening  a  work  there.  Keep  this  strife  torn 
country  in  your  prayers. 

BANGLADESH:  The  year  2007  was  a  difficult  year  for  Bangladesh.  The  monsoon 
brought  heavy  flooding  and  many  people  were  forced  from  their  modest  homes.  Mr. 
Gupta  gave  out  over  one  thousand  relief  packages,  containing  sixteen  pounds  of  rice,  two 
pounds  of  potatoes,  two  pounds  of  dhal,  and  two  pounds  of  salt.  On  my  visit  to 
Bangladesh  last  September,  I  had  the  privilege  to  give  out  some  of  these  relief  goods. 
During  the  monsoon  season,  a  monster  cyclone  struck  the  country.  Once  again  we  sent 
relief  goods  and  funds  to  help  restore  some  homes.  The  people  whom  we  minister  to  were 
further  inland  and  were  not  as  badly  affected  as  those  on  the  coast. 

Much  of  our  work  has  to  be  in  the  social  area,  due  to  government  restrictions.  But 
through  this  ministry,  we  are  able  to  show  the  love  of  Christ  and  win  some  to  the  Lord. 
This  winter  many  people  received  warm  blankets.  We  have  also  provided  funds  for  tube 
wells  and  latrines  through  the  gifts  fi-om  the  Vacation  Bible  School  offerings.  A  sewing 
program  has  been  started  to  teach  women,  who  are  mostly  unemployed,  a  trade.  A 
computer  training  program  has  been  started  to  help  people  learn  how  to  use  a  computer  in 
hopes  of  getting  employment. 

Our  schools  are  providing  education  to  many  children.  These  schools  give  us  an 
opportunity  to  share  Christ.  We  now  have  two  churches  in  Bangladesh.  This  is  wonderful 
development  in  this  difficult  place. 

BULGARLi:  The  work  in  Varna  was  greatly  blessed  through  the  purchase  of  a  bus  to 
transport  children  and  adults  to  the  main  building  for  training  and  worship.  The  bus  is 
used  every  day  for  this  purpose.  This  enables  us  to  reach  out  to  precious  souls  who  are 
un-churched  around  this  city. 

The  work  in  Balchik  continues  to  minister  to  Gypsy  children  and  adults.  This  is  where 
the  work  in  Bulgaria  was  started  and  has  seen  steady  growth  over  the  years.  A  lot  has 
been  purchased  and  plans  are  being  prepared  for  a  multi-purpose  building  in  Balchik. 
This  is  greatly  needed  in  order  for  the  work  to  continue  to  expand.  The  Woman's 
Auxiliary  has  been  very  instrumental  in  raising  funds  for  this  project.  We  greatly 
appreciate  their  continuing  efforts. 

Willem  and  Lydia  van  der  Plas  continue  to  have  medical  issues,  but  their  heart  and  life  is 
in  their  work  and  God  continues  to  bless  them  in  their  efforts.  Keep  them  in  your  prayers. 

MEXICO:  This  country  to  our  south  continues  to  be  the  focal  point  of  our  Short-Term 
Mission  Team  ministry.  In  2007  we  took  four  teams  to  Mexico.  We  built  two  houses  for 
needy  families,  and  one  parsonage.  This  gives  us  great  satisfaction  to  provide  these  dear 
people  with  adequate  shelter.  These  teams  provide  an  opportunity  for  many  people  to  be 
involved  in  a  cross-cultural  experience  that  is  life  changing  and  yet  benefits  others. 
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Through  Vacation  Bible  School  and  Bible  studies  many  children  and  adults  are  presented 
the  Gospel  in  an  understandable  way.  One  soul  won  to  Jesus  Christ  is  more  valuable  than 
all  the  buildings  we  could  ever  build. 

One  team  went  to  Camp  Morelos  for  a  wonderftil  week  with  our  Mexican  Brothers  and 
Sisters.  Dr.  David  Moretz,  a  dentist  from  Beulaville,  and  his  assistant,  Susan  Brown, 
provided  free  dental  care  to  seventy  people  at  the  camp.  They  will  be  forever  gratefiil. 

A  new  mission,  "Aposento  Alto"  (Upper  Room)  in  Saltillo,  Mexico  is  progressing. 
Sandra  and  some  of  the  ladies  visited  there  last  summer  and  distributed  used  clothing  to 
many  of  the  children  in  that  area.  They  were  extremely  grateful. 

LIBERIA:  The  Board  approved  a  joint  venture  to  Africa  with  the  Original  Free  Will 
Baptist  of  America,  headed  by  Bishop  L.  N.  Forbes.  This  past  December,  Dr.  Frankie 
Baggett,  Bishop  LaVaughn  Hughes,  and  I  traveled  to  Monrovia,  Liberia,  Africa  on  a 
survey  trip.  I  had  made  contact  with  Pastor  D.  Darlington  Gnininte  and  believed  this  was 
a  solid  contact,  as  it  turned  out  to  be.  We  had  a  profitable  trip  and  now  have  officially 
confirmed  our  agreement  for  this  joint  venture.  We  are  excited  about  this  effort  and 
believe  this  is  the  Lord's  open  door  at  this  time.  Thank  you  for  your  prayer  and  financial 
support  as  we  reach  these  precious  souls  with  the  Gospel. 

WELLS:  Wells  have  been  installed  in  the  Philippines,  Nepal,  and  Bangladesh  with  the 
funds  received  from  the  Vacation  Bible  School  offerings.  We  will  continue  to  drill  wells 
as  they  are  needed  in  the  countries  where  we  work.  We  sincerely  thank  everyone  who 
gave  to  provide  fresh  water  to  these  dear  people.  Through  these  wells  we  have  had  the 
opportunity  to  share  about  the  "Living  Water." 

DOLLAR  DEVALUATION:  The  year  2007  was  a  difficult  year  for  the  US  dollar 
around  the  world.  It  weakened  against  most  currencies.  This  forced  us  to  increase  our 
budget  to  every  country.  Thank  you  for  your  faithful  giving  that  made  it  possible  to  meet 
these  increased  needs. 

The  COMMAND  and  THE  FREE  WILL  BAPTIST  are  published  to  keep  our 
membership  informed  about  the  activities  of  our  ministries.  These  are  your  best  sources 
for  information  about  the  things  that  are  taking  place  in  India,  Nepal,  Bangladesh, 
Bulgaria,  Mexico,  Liberia,  and  the  Philippines.  I  encourage  you  to  subscribe  to  these 
publications  today. 

The  BUILD  ONE  FOR  THEM  program  has  been  a  tremendous  blessing  to  all  of  our 
fields.  We  have  been  able  to  construct  church  buildings,  parsonages,  and  houses  for  the 
needy.  We  need  churches  to  consider  the  needs  of  others  and  join  us  in  this  effort.  There 
are  always  needs,  and  we  encourage  you  to  sponsor  one  of  these  building  projects. 

IMPORTANCE  OF  PRAYER:  The  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  realizes  that  our 
strength  and  supply  comes  from  a  loving  Heavenly  Father.  We  set  aside  several  days 
throughout  the  year  as  days  of  prayer.  We  meet  together  to  worship,  praise,  and  take  our 
petitions  before  the  Lord.  We  pray  for  revival,  for  we  know  for  our  church  to  survive  and 
grow  we  must  have  revival.  We  encourage  you  to  pray  for  this  ministry  daily  and  to  pray 
for  revival  in  our  Church. 
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SHORT-TERM  TEAM  MINISTRY  has  been  a  great  blessing  to  all  who  have  been  on 
a  team  and  to  our  fields.  If  you  are  interested  in  joining  a  team  in  the  future,  contact  our 
office.

Annual  Report  to  the  2008  Convention  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists 
Mission  Statement 

It  is  the  purpose  of  The  Free  Will  Baptist  Minister's  Program  to  serve  the  churches  and 
ministers  of  the  Convention  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists.  It  is  our  assertion  that  the 
minister  can  best  meet  the  spiritual  requirements  of  a  congregation  if  he  is 
unencumbered  by  the  burden  of  financial  insecurity.  To  this  end  we  provide 
administrative  services,  information  resources,  and  educational  opportunities.  These  are 
designed  to  help  the  minister  and  the  local  church  plan  together  a  program  of 
compensation  and  benefits  designed  to  meet  the  minister's  present  and  future  financial 
needs. 

Meeting  Needs 

Meeting  needs  is  what  the  Minister's  Program  is  all  about.  This  program  was  brought 
into  existence  to  help  prepare  the  minister  for  the  financial  eventualities  of  life. 

To  do  this,  we  try  to  help  educate  the  church  and  the  minister  about  the  unique  needs  of 
the  pastorate.  Our  goal  is  not  to  provide  for  the  minister,  that  is  the  church's 
responsibility,  but  to  help  the  church  and  the  minister  plan  together  so  that  at  all  stages 
of  life  the  minister  can  serve  without  the  burden  of  financial  concerns  holding  him  back. 

The  Minister's  Program  is  an  extension  of  the  local  church  administering  programs  that 
the  church  could  not  provide  on  their  own.  We  stand  ready  to  work  with  the  minister  and 
the  church  to  help  them  accomplish  the  goal  of  working  together  in  a  lifetime  of 
financial  planning.  Ministers  step  out  in  faith  to  answer  God's  call.  That  faith  is  based 
on  the  belief  that  God  will  prepare  them  and  provide  for  them. 

We  believe  that  God  channels  His  provisions  through  the  church  and  it  is  required  of 
them  to  be  good  stewards  as  it  relates  to  their  care  of  the  pastor.  This  does  not  apply 
exclusively  to  matters  of  compensation,  but  also  to  support,  appreciation,  and 
willingness  on  the  part  of  the  church  to  be  lead.  Please  consider  areas  that  the  Minister's 
Program  can  work  with  you  to  help  build  a  strong  working  relationship  with  your  pastor. 

The  rough  draft  of  A  Guide  for  Pastor/Church  Relations  has  been  forwarded  to  the 
Executive  Committee  for  review  and  we  anticipate  that  it  will  be  going  to  the  printer 
very  soon.  This  publication  will  address  the  issues  that  confront  the  pew  and  the  pulpit. 

The  Year  in  Review 

Retirement  News  The  retirement  plan  continues  to  operate  in  a  safe  and  sound  fashion 
assuring  those  participating  ministers  that  when  they  decide  to  retire  the  plan  will  be 
ready  to  serve  their  needs.  To  insure  the  integrity  of  the  retirement  program  it  is 
reviewed  regularly  by  an  independent  organization  in  an  effort  to  make  certain  that  those 
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depending  on  these  benefits  will  be  confident  that  the  Minister's  Program  will  provide 
the  oversight  and  management  necessary  to  make  sure  that  their  retirement  benefits 
continue  to  be  paid  as  agreed.  Those  ministers  that  are  currently  preparing  and  planning 
for  retirement  have  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  their  plan  is  well  designed  and  is 
among  the  most  advanced  plans  available  for  ministers.  This  program  enjoys  benefits 
that  make  it  unmatched  in  the  private  sector. 

Does  your  minister  have  a  plan  for  retirement?  Churches  should  help  their  pastor 
prepare  for  the  future  by  funding  his  retirement  plan  today.  Contact  the  Minister's 
Program  for  any  help  you  may  need  as  you  assist  your  pastor  so  that  he  can  retire  with 
the  dignity  and  security  that  his  calling  deserves. 

Christmas  Cheer  This  program  has  been  very  well  received  by  our  ministers  and 
churches  since  it  was  first  implemented.  For  the  third  time  since  this  program  was 
started  the  amount  has  increased  to  $150.  Each  year  the  Minister's  Program  sends  a  gift 
to  all  ministers  age  65  and  older.  It  is  a  gift  from  the  churches  of  the  Convention  to  men 
who  have  literally  given  their  lives  to  the  gospel  ministry  and  this  program  is  a  way  of 
saying  we  remember  you,  and  we  are  grateful  for  what  you  have  done. 

This  program  is  not  self-supporting  and  we  continue  to  encourage  our  churches  to 
support  this  program.  While  the  response  has  been  very  good  we  still  have  churches  that 
do  not  give  at  all  to  this  program  and  we  would  like  to  invite  them  to  make  2008  the 
year  they  say  "thank  you". 

The  Minister's  Widows  Fund  and  Surviving  Minister's  Fund  Another  program  we 
offer  to  our  ministers  and  their  wives  is  the  Minister's  Widows  Fund  and  the  Surviving 
Minister's  Fund.  For  those  who  participate,  this  program  provides  a  meaningful  gift  for 
fellow  ministers  during  a  time  of  loss.  For  the  first  time  in  40  years  the  enrollment  fee 
has  been  increased  to  $15.  This  has  been  done  to  increase  the  benefit  received  by  the 
spouses  of  the  participants.  Every  dollar  of  the  new  amount  will  be  forwarded  to  the 
widow  when  a  participant  dies. 

Since  the  last  seating  of  this  Convention  we  have  lost  by  death  five  members  who 
participated  in  the  Minister's  Widows  Fund,  The  Reverends  Ed  Miles,  Robert  Burke, 
Garland  Suggs,  Roy  Clifton  and  Norman  Ard.  The  Surviving  Minister's  Fund  reported 
the  death  of  the  wives  of  three  ministers,  Velma  Hilboume  the  wife  of  The  Reverend 
Dewey  Hilboume,  Faye  Sutton  the  wife  of  The  Reverend  Walter  Sutton  and  Evelyn 
Reynolds  wife  of  The  Reverend  Walter  Reynolds. 

The  Minister's  Program  will  continue  to  maintain  a  comprehensive  plan  whereby 
churches  and  pastors  can  work  together,  and  we  will  make  every  effort  to  keep  everyone 
informed  in  the  area  of  taxation,  compensation,  retirement,  and  financial  planning.

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The  College  received  a  collection  of  original  Jacques  Hnizdovsky  prints  to  add  to  its 
existing  collection.  The  College  is  now  one  of  the  largest  holders  of  the  artist's  works 
in  the  world. 

The  soccer  field  at  Mount  Olive  College  was  named  in  honor  of  Ray  and  Chris  Amon, 
and  a  dedication  ceremony  was  held  in  August  to  honor  all  those  who  contributed  to  the 
project  which  included  adding  lights  to  the  field. 

Mount  Olive  College  dedicated  its  Agribusiness  Center  in  memory  of  Lois  G.  Britt 

during  the  2007  Alumni  Weekend. 

MOC  has  16  NCAA  Division  II  teams. 

The  Trojans  have  won  17  conference  titles  in  the  past  6  years. 

Mount  Olive  has  had  at  least  one  NCAA  Tournament  participant  in  each  of  the  last  six 
years  and  at  least  two  NCAA  Tournament  participants  in  each  of  the  last  five  years. 
The  annual  Michael  Martin  Tournament  raised  $32,000  to  support  student  scholarships.

Leadership  for  the  Future  -  in  summer  2008  Mount  Olive  College  will  begin  the 
search  for  a  new  president.

In  this  new  role,  he  will  concentrate  on 
external  relations  and  special  projects  with  continuing  involvement  with  Institutional 
Advancement.

imanaging  the  campus  bookstore,  is  planning  for  the  bookstore  to  be  relocated  by 
the  beginning  of  the  2008  fall  semester  to  what  is  now  the  Academic  Affairs  building 
at  the  entrance  to  campus.

Together  the 
imuseum  and  research  lab  will  constitute  a  comprehensive  approach  to  meet  the  research 
and  education  needs  of  pre-historians,  educators  and  the  general  public. 
In  mid-summer  of  2008  Mount  Olive  College  at  Wilmington  will  move  into  new 
Ifacilities  across  from  the  upscale  Mayfaire  Shopping  Center;  all  administrative  offices 
|and  classrooms  will  finally  be  in  the  same  building.

Annual  College  Dinners 

For  44  years  the  annual  dinner  program  has  helped  greatly  to  develop  and  continue 
the  relationship  of  the  College  with  the  FWB  Church.  The  dinners  are  a  way  for  the  College 
to  minister  with  the  FWB  Church,  our  founding  body.

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Planned  Giving 


The  Office  of  Planned  Giving  works  with  donors  to  assist  in  developing  a  plan  of 
support  of  MOC  that  is  meaningful  to  them.  A  planned  gift  requires  careful  consideration 
of  the  financial,  personal,  and  charitable  objectives  of  donors  and  frequently  involves  input 
fi-om  their  financial  and  legal  advisors.  Many  planned  gifts  are  outright  gifts.  Other  planned 
gifts  are  deferred  where  the  donor  retains  some  level  of  control  over  the  assets  for  either 
one  or  more  lifetimes  or  a  term  of  years.  A  life  income  gift,  such  as  a  charitable  gift  annuity 
or  a  charitable  remainder  trust,  pays  income  to  the  named  beneficiary  for  life  or  a  term  of 
years.  Only  after  the  life  income  terminates  is  the  gift  available  to  MOC  for  the  purpose 
designated  by  the  donor.  A  properly  planned  gift  may  help  you  reduce  or  eliminate  capital 
gains  and  gift  and  estate  taxes.  You  may  also  realize  immediate  tax  savings.

Mount  Olive  College  alumni  can  be  found  working  in  numerous  types  of  careers 
all  over  the  world,  making  a  difference  in  the  communities  where  they  serve.  The  College 
prides  itself  on  its  capacity  to  serve  communities  through  its  graduates,  upholding  the 
mission  and  furthering  the  purpose  of  the  institution.  Mount  Olive  College  is  proud  of  its 
alumni.  Membership  is  open  to  all  former  students  who  were  ever  enrolled. 

The  Alumni  Board  is  made  up  of  39  members  with  56.4%  having  FWB  ties  to  the 
College.  This  group  has  been  instrumental  in  new  ideas  for  building  the  enrollment  as  well 
as  the  endowment  of  the  College.  The  Alumni  Board  is  "Working  for  God  Enthusiastically" 
in  its  varied  efforts  for  the  continued  development  of  the  College. 
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During  the  2006-07  fiscal  year,  662  alumni  gave  $1,009,731.75  which  included 
several  extraordinary  (that  we  do  not  receive  each  year)  alumni  gifts.

The  class  of  1962  contributed  the  largest  amount;  the  class  of  1959, 
again  captured  the  highest  percentage  of  givers  and  the  class  of  1997  had  the  most  alumni 
donors.  Mount  Olive  non  traditional  alumni  led  the  locations  in  giving  and  Cohort  #3 
from  Mount  Olive  was  the  overall  cohort  leader.  Since  1996,  MOC  alumni  have  given 
$2,608,459.25  back  to  their  alma  mater.

Convention  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  and  its  member  conferences  and 
ssociations.  It  is  a  great  joy  and  privilege  to  share  in  this  convention  and  make  this 
2port. 

Ve  continue  to  be  amazed  at  the  ways  in  which  our  Lord  continues  to  use  and  to 
'less  Carolina  Bible  Institute  &  Seminary  and  we  continue  to  praise  Him  for  His 
lany  blessings.  Since  our  last  convention  we  have  experienced  so  many  blessings 
rom  the  Lord.  Not  that  the  months  have  been  without  their  challenges,  for  surely 
lere  have  been  challenges.  Through  the  wonderful  marvels  of  modem  technology 
✓e  have  been  able  to  expand  our  resources  by  beginning  to  establish  computer 
acilities  for  student  usage  in  course  work  as  well  as  for  research  purposes.

As  you  can  see  from  this  brief  synopsis, 
jod  has  blessed  us  tremendously  with  opportunities  to  minister  His  Word. 

rhese  were  all  blessings,  but  as  mentioned,  there  were  challenges.  This  past  Fall  our 
lear  friend  and  beloved  Board  Chairman,  Rev.  Roy  T.  Clifton,  after  a  brief  illness, 
vent  to  be  with  his  Lord.  Brother  Clifton  had  been  involved  with  Carolina  Bible 
nstitute  &  Seminary  from  it  beginning.  He  served  for  many  years  as  a  member  of 
he  Board  of  Trustees  and  after  Dr.  Cherry's  death,  had  served  as  its  Chairman, 
brother  Clifton  began  teaching  at  the  school  in  1997  and  had  been  a  blessing  to  many 
;tudents  throughout  those  ensuing  years.  Brother  Clifton  is  missed  by  all  who  knew 
lim  and  we  all  thank  God  for  the  privilege  of  knowing  him  and  serving  God  together, 
jod  has  blessed  us  with  a  new  Board  Chairman  -  the  Trustees  have  elected  the 
leverend  Frank  Flowers  as  the  new  Chairman.  Brother  Flowers  has  served  Free  Will 
Baptists  for  many  years  and  has  been  a  true  friend  to  CBIS  as  well.  We  are  thankftil 
br  his  willingness  to  serve  and  look  forward  to  his  leadership  in  this  ministry. 

\fter  making  this  synopsis  of  God's  blessings  and  challenges  upon  CBIS,  I  feel  it  is 
mportant  that  I  say  a  word  about  our  philosophy  for  providing  a  training  institution 
or  Christian  workers.  It  is  our  privilege  and  our  responsibility  to  teach  the  Word  of 
jod  as  the  Word  of  God  -  just  as  God  gave  it.  It  is  not  our  desire  to  make  a  name  for 
)urselves,  but  to  magnify  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  It  is  not  our  desire  to 
mild  a  big  institution,  but  to  provide  opportunities  for  "the  equipping  of  the  saints  for 
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the  work  of  ministry"  for  the  big  God,  Whom  we  serve.  From  the  very  beginning, 
when  Dr.  Floyd  B.  Cherry  founded  Carolina  Bible  Institute  &  Seminary,  it  has  been 
our  desire  to  fulfill  the  call  of  God  as  expressed  in  2  Timothy  2:  1,  2  -  ''Thou 
therefore,  my  son,  be  strong  in  the  grace  that  is  in  Christ  Jesus.  And  the  things  that 
thou  hast  heard  of  me  among  many  witnesses,  the  same  commit  thou  to  faithful  men, 
who  shall  be  able  to  teach  others  also."'  When  I  was  a  young  minister  and  a  student 
at  CBIS,  I  had  opportunity  to  attend  a  great  convention.  One  of  the  speakers  was  the 
head  of  a  growing  Christian  college.  In  his  remarks,  he  made  the  statement  that  he 
longed  for  the  day  that  his  school  would  have  the  respect  of  the  world.  This,  to  me, 
was  just  the  opposite  of  what  a  Christian  school  should  be  about.  At  CBIS,  we  are 
unconcerned  with  the  world's  opinion,  but  we  are  gravely  concerned  with  pleasing 
God.  Our  focus  has  always  been  to,  first,  please  God  by  a  strict  obedience  to  His 
Word  and  second,  to  provide  the  educational  opportunities  for  His  people  that  would 
be  faithful  to  a  traditional,  conservative  approach  to  His  Word.  This  is  why  our 
founding  documents  require  all  of  the  members  of  our  Board  of  Trustees  to  be 
members  in  good  standing  of  Free  Will  Baptist  Churches.  In  addition,  all  of  our 
teachers  are  Free  Will  Baptists.  In  this,  we  will  always  remain  faithful  to  the  'faith 
once  delivered  unto  the  saints.''  The  importance  of  a  school  is  not  its  size,  but  its 
obedience  to  God's  Word.  This  we  intend  to  do  and  trust  Him  to  use  us  to 
accomplish  "big"  things  for  His  glory. 

Since  our  last  Convention  we  have  completed  a  summer  session  and  two  semesters  of 
classes.  Both  of  which  were  very  successful.  Not  only  from  the  standpoint  of  the 
number  of  students  we  had  enrolled,  but  in  the  attitude  of  the  students  and  the 
enthusiasm  shared  by  the  students  and  faculty  in  the  study  of  God's  Word.  There  is 
something  wonderful  about  students  who  have  a  passion  to  learn  and  whose  sole 
purpose  for  coming  to  school  is  to  fulfill  God's  call  upon  their  lives.  And  there  is 
something  wonderful  about  watching  students  as  they  study  and  grow  in  faith  and 
grace  through  the  teaching  of  God's  wonderful  Word 

God  is  beginning  to  open  doors  to  new  opportunities  of  ministry.  We  are  so  very 
excited  about  the  possibility  of  some  major  advancements  in  our  academic  programs. 
With  your  prayers  and  support  we  are  confident  the  Lord  will  use  Carolina  Bible 
Institute  &  Seminary  to  accomplish  an  ever  greater  service  for  His  Kingdom  than 
ever  before.  Please  consider  becoming  a  partner  with  this  ministry  in  providing  the 
finances  to  do  this  great  work,  either  as  individuals  or  with  your  Church  including  us 
in  their  budget.  The  Original  Free  Will  Baptist  Church  is  the  work  of  God  and  the 
part  that  Carolina  Bible  Institute  &  Seminary  has  in  that  work  will  have  a  direct 
impact  upon  how  God  brings  His  plan  to  fruition.

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Chaplains  Commission  Report 


The  Chaplains  Commission  has  the  task  of  recruiting  and  commissioning  chaplains 
to  the  United  States  Armed  Forces.  Military  chaplains  are  required  to  have  a 
baccalaureate  degree  from  an  accredited  college  or  university  and  a  Master  of  Divinity 
(90  semester  hours  of  credit)  degree  from  an  accredited  seminary  or  divinity  school  plus 
two  years  of  active  ministry  or  CPE.  Armed  forces  chaplains  provide  ministry  to  men 
and  women  of  our  armed  forces  and  their  families.  Chaplains  enter  their  branch  of 
service  as  a  commissioned  officer,  Lieutenant  (Army  and  Air  Force)  or  Lieutenant! 
Junior  Grade  (Navy  and  Coast  Guard),  and  they  are  promoted  based  on  performance  and  f 
need.  The  Navy  provides  chaplains  to  the  Marine  Corps.  They  train  as  military  officers 
in  order  to  minister  in  a  hostile  environment  or  in  peace.  They  also  train  to  minister  to 
families  of  military  personnel,  including  providing  counseling  to  families  of  deployed 
military  personnel  and  to  provide  marriage  and  family  counseling  to  families  in  very 
difficuh  circumstances  such  as  long  separations.  Military  chaplains  are  never  required ' 
to  participate  in  religious  services  outside  their  own  faith  group,  and  in  worship, 
Christian  chaplains  are  never  denied  the  privilege  of  praying  in  the  Name  of  Jesus 
or  proclaiming  Christian  doctrines.  In  public  ceremonies,  however,  each  chaplain  is 
cautioned  to  be  sensitive  to  people  of  other  faith  groups  in  their  prayers  or  speeches.  If 
any  of  our  ministers  meet  the  educational  requirements  and  are  interested  in  serving  as  a  | 
military  chaplain,  please  see  anyone  on  our  Chaplains  Commission.  The  Convention  of  I 
Original  Free  Will  Baptists  now  has  only  one  chaplain  in  the  military  -  he  is  CH  (CPT) 
Richard  Holmes  of  the  US  Air  Force.  He  is  serving  at  Lakenheath  Air  Force  Base, 
England. 

The  Convention  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  is  a  member  of  the  National 
Conference  on  Ministry  to  the  Armed  Forces.  We  represent  at  the  annual  meeting  of  this 
body. 

Professional  chaplains  serving  in  hospitals  and  prisons  also  must  be  endorsed  by 
their  denominations  to  serve  as  chaplains.  The  educational  requirements  in  these  areas 
are  very  similar  to  military  chaplaincy  plus  Clinical  Pastoral  Education  in  varying  units. 
We  have  no  professional  chaplains  serving  in  hospitals,  but  we  have  two  serving  in  the 
NC  Department  of  Corrections.  They  are  Chaplain  Harry  Grubbs  at  Maury  Correctional 
Institution,  a  1000  bed  close  custody  adult  male  prison  in  Greene  County,  and  Chaplain 
Philip  Wood  at  Eastern  Correctional  Institution,  a  480  bed  medium  custody  aduh  male 
prison  in  Greene  County. 

Several  of  our  ministers  serve  as  volunteer  chaplains  for  police  and  fire  departments, 
Civil  Air  Patrol,  or  in  hospitals.  They  are  not  required  to  be  endorsed,  but  if  you  are 
serving  in  a  volunteer  capacity,  the  Chaplains  Commission  would  like  to  know  who  you 
are  and  in  what  capacity  you  serve.

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A  BRIEF  PROFILE  OF  THE  FOUNDATION 


The  North  Carolina  Foundation  For  Christian  Ministries  is  chartered  by  the  State  of 
North  Carolina  "for  the  purposes  of  fostering  and  promoting  Christian  stewardship  and 
promoting  and  providing  support  to  the  ministries  in  North  Carolina  affiliated  with  or 
consistent  with  the  Convention  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  and  other  charitable, 
educational,  literary  and  Christian  purposes." 

Under  Section  501  (c)  (3)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code,  the  Foundation  is  tax- 
exempt;  and  gifts,  bequests  and  transfers  to  it  are  exempt  from  State  and  Federal  income 
tax  as  allowed  by  law. 

The  Foundation  is  governed  by  a  board  of  Directors,  all  of  who  are  Original  Free 
Will  Baptists:

Major  Objectives  of  the  Foundation 

The  distinctive  mission  of  the  Foundation  is  to  provide  a  means,  heretofore  not  available, 
to  help  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  become  more  effective  in  the  work  to  which  God  has 
called  us. 

I.  Scholarship  Fund  for  Christian  Ministry 

Because  of  the  critical  need  for  pastors  and  qualified  personnel  in  various  ministries 
of  the  Convention,  the  Foundation  has  established  a  scholarship  fund  for  those  called  of 
God  to  Christian  ministry.  For  scholarship  purposes,  the  Foundation  defines  Christian 
Ministry  as  a  vocation  in  an  institution,  organization  or  program  that  is  sponsored  by  the 
Church.  This  definition  is  intended  to  include  vocations  in  all  ministries  of  the 
Convention  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists. 

Eligible  applicants  are  those  who  wish  to  prepare  for  excellence  in  either  an 
ordained  ministry  or  a  commissioned  ministry.  The  ordained  ministry  includes  pastors 
and  chaplains.  The  commissioned  ministrv  includes  those  who  are  called  to  Christian 
vocations  which  do  not  require  ordination,  but  are  under  the  auspices  of  the  Church. 

Funding  for  these  scholarships  is  provided  by  endowments  and  gifts  from 
individuals,  churches  and  church-related  organizations.  All  churches  are  encouraged  to 
include  the  "Scholarship  Fund  For  Christian  Ministry"  in  their  budgets. 

Gifts  to  this  ftind  are  used  exclusively  for  scholarships;  the  Foundation  does  not  use 
any  amount  of  scholarship  gifts  for  overhead  or  other  expenses.  Beginning  with  the  fall 
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semester  of  2006  and  continuing  through  the  spring  semester  of  2008,  the  Foundation  has 
provided  scholarships  for  sixteen  students  in  the  total  amount  of  $35,000. 

II.  Endowments 

Most  of  us  contribute  throughout  our  lifetime  to  our  church,  our  denominational 
ministries,  and  other  causes  for  the  benefit  of  humanity  and  the  advancement  of  the 
Christian  faith.  Unfortunately,  for  nine  out  of  ten  of  us,  that  support  stops  when  our  heart 
stops.  But  it  does  not  have  to  be  that  way.  Through  an  endowment,  we  can  continue  to 
support  beyond  our  lifetime  those  causes  which  mean  most  to  us. 

The  minimum  amount  for  a  named  endowment  is  $10,000.  A  gift  of  cash,  real 
estate,  stocks  or  other  assets  in  this  amount  may  be  made  at  one  time  or  over  a  period  of 
time.

The  Convention  was  welcomed  by 
Mrs.  Pam  Wood.  Secretary  Harold  Swinson  called  the  Convention  to  order.  The 
morning  devotion  was  given  by  Tina  Webster  Penny. 

The  Reverend  Fred  Baker,  President,  declared  all  registered  delegates  seated  for  the 
transaction  of  business  for  the  Convention. 

The  floor  was  opened  for  miscellaneous  business  for  the  reading  of  constitutional 
changes  that  were  to  be  considered. 

The  reading  of  constitutional  changes  were  read  as  follows: 

•     The  Sub-Committee  on  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  gave  the  following 
report. 

Ail  changes  are  in  the  By-Law  section. 

As  consideration  was  given  to  the  office  of  treasurer  under  Term  Limits 
(Article  2  Section  23)  the  following  change  is  proposed:  The  new  article  would  read 
as  follows:  (New  Reading)  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  serve  as  General 
Officer  for  more  than  two  (2)  consecutive  terms  except  the  treasurer  who  may 
serve  no  more  than  four  (4)  consecutive  two  (2)  year  terms. 
(Old  Reading)  Term  Limits:  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  serve  as  a  general 
officer  or  a  member  of  any  standing  board,  committee  or  commission  for  more 
than  two  (2)  consecutive  terms. 

To  delete  Article  III.  Section  4  completely  which  reads: 

^'Director  of  Convention  Services:  the  director  of  Convention  Services  shall 
maintain  an  office  to  be  recognized  as  Headquarters  or  Home  Office  for  the 
Convention  for  the  purpose  of  general  public  relations  within  and  without  our 
denomination  relative  to  the  entire  program  of  the  Convention.  The  term 
public  relations  is  to  be  understood  to  mean  the  combining  of  the  activities  of 
publicity  and  promotion  into  an  overall  and  well  coordinated  program  in  order 
to  influence  and  guide  our  Free  Will  Baptist  constituency  and  the  public 
relative  to  the  program  of  the  Convention. 

Public  relations  within  our  Convention  must  include  all  boards,  standing 
committees,  commissions,  auxiliaries,  conferences  or  associations,  churches, 
and  ministers  of  the  Convention. 

Public  relations  without  our  Convention  must  include  proper  publicity  and 

official  representation  whenever  and  wherever  possible  to  properly  inform  the 
.      public  of  the  goals  and  accomplishments  of  the  Convention. 
'      All  publications  designed  or  purported  to  represent  an  official  position  of  this 

Convention  and  denomination  shall  be  coordinated  through  the  office  of 

Director  of  Convention  Services." 

This  office  is  a  hired  office  not  an  elected  office.  For  reference,  see  Article  2 
Section  4  which  reads:  The  Director  of  Convention  Services  shall  be  employed  by 
the  Convention  under  such  contract  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  himself  and  the 
executive  committee.  The  Convention's  Executive  Committee  shall  be  the  directing 
and  governing  authority  of  this  office. 

To  delete  Article  2,  Section  18  completely  which  reads:  Commission  on  Free 
Will  Baptist  College  Student  Fellowship:  It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  this 
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commission  to  direct  the  work  among  Free  Will  Baptist  College  Student 

Fellowships  throughout  North  Carolina. 

To  change  the  reading  of  Article  3,  Section  20  as  follows: 

(Old  Reading)  Retirement  Homes  Board:  The  Retirement  Homes  Board  shall  be 
responsible  for  the  management  and  control  of  the  Free  Will  Baptist  Retirement 
Ministries:  (A)  The  scope  of  the  Free  Will  Baptist  Retirement  Ministries  is  to  own, 
operate,  and  maintain  apartments,  rest  homes,  skilled  nursing  care,  day  care  and  all 
other  facilities  and  services  necessary  or  incidental  to  the  operation  of  such 
retirement  ministries  and  to  do  all  other  things  usually  done  in  the  conduct  of  such 
ministries  for  the  care  of  elderly  and  indigent  persons.  (B)  It  shall  give  an  annual 
report  to  the  Convention  of  its  achievements  and  needs. 

(New  Reading):  The  scope  of  the  Free  Will  Baptist  Retirement  Ministries  is  to  own, 
operate,  and  maintain  apartments,  rest  homes,  skilled  nursing  care,  day  care  and  all 
other  facilities  and  services  necessary  or  incidental  to  the  operation  of  such 
retirement  ministries  and  to  do  all  other  things  usually  done  in  the  conduct  of  such 
ministries  for  the  care  of  elderly  and  indigent  persons.

Report  on  the  Task  Force  on  Education  for  Ministers  by  Dr.  De  W.  Lakes. 

It  is  my  privilege  and  pleasure  to  bring  this  report  to  this  94**^  Annual  Session  of  the 
)nvention  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptist.  It  is  absolutely  amazing  to  see  what  God  has 
me  and  what  has  been  accomplished  in  the  past  two  years  as  God  is  allowing  us  to 
rtner  with  Him  in  this  mission. 

Two  years  ago  a  resolution  originated  at  the  annual  session  of  the  Ministerial 
jsociation  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptist  meeting  at  Cragmont.  The  date  was  May  18, 
104.  The  resolution  requested  the  "Convention  Executive  Committee  and  the  Board  of 
ustees  of  Mount  Olive  College  to  jointly  appoint  a  task  force  to  appraise  the  need  to 
commend  programs  of  study  that  will  more  adequately  prepare  pastors  and  others 
lied  to  Christian  vocations  to  ftilfill  their  calling." 

The  resolution  also  included  the  statement  that  "the  task  force  investigate  the 
asibility  of  a  cooperative  arrangement  between  Mount  Olive  College  and  one  or  more 
minaries  for  post-baccalaureate  study  leading  to  a  master's  degree."  This  portion  of  the 
solution  was  drawing  from  the  realization  that  one  of  the  driving  forces  for  the 
artering  of  MOC  in  1 95 1  was  to  provide  educational  opportunities  for  ministers.  Also 
e  original  charter  of  MOC  had  as  a  part  of  the  dream  the  establishing  of  a  seminary. 

I  am  thrilled  to  announce  that  Mount  Olive  College  in  partnership  with  the  Campbell 
niversity  Divinity  School  will  be  offering  courses  in  the  Master  of  Divinity  program  on 
is  campus!  The  professors  from  Campbell  will  teach  the  courses  and  we  will  provide 
e  classrooms,  support  for  the  classes,  and  hopefully,  most  of  the  students.  Classes 
;gin  this  year,  September  2006.  For  course  selections  and  application  forms  see  the 
splay  shared  by  the  Task  Force  and  the  North  Carolina  Foundation  for  Christian 
inistries.  A  representative  from  the  Campbell  Divinity  School  will  be  present  to  talk 
ith  you. 
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Another  part  of  the  work  of  the  Task  Force  is  the  financial  under-girding  for  th 
program.  This  work,  under  Dr.  Raper's  leadership,  has  gotten  off  to  a  tremendous  start 
One  of  the  endowed  funds  already  in  place  for  this  cause  is  the  Michael  Riley  Pel 
Endowed  Scholarship  Fund.  We  are  seeking  to  fund  the  tuition  costs  for  every  OFWl 
who  will  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  this  program  presents.  The  North  Carolin 
Foundation  has  obligated  to  accomplish  this  task.  In  the  area  of  continuing  education  fo 
those  in  Christian  Ministry,  the  North  Carolina  Foundation  has  also  established 
endowment  to  further  underwrite  tuition  cost  for  those  who  are  in  the  MRM  (Module 
Religion  Major)  programs  for  the  nontraditional  ministerial  students.  That  is  in  additio; 
to  what  MOC  already  provides  by  way  of  scholarships. 

Our  Committee  on  Continuing  Education  made  several  recommendations  to  th 
Convention  last  year.  We  offer  them  to  you  as  items  to  be  acted  on  pursuant  to  th 
receiving  of  this  report.

This  commission  will  advocate  for  outlets  for 
youth  and  student  ministry  among  Convention  Ministries,  through  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary,  Layman's  League,  State  Youth  Convention  and  other  events  that  facilitate 
leadership  development  among  youth  and  student  leaders.  This  commission  will  also  be 
responsible  for  offering  recommendations  to  and  assisting  Churches  and  Conferences  in 
issues  dealing  with  both  salaried  and  volunteer  youth  and  student  ministry  staff. 

This  Commission  shall  work  in  support  of  all  other  youth  and  student  organizations  to 
bring  about  unity  in  the  mission  field  of  youth  and  student  ministry.  This  Commission 
shall  uphold  a  spirit  of  unity  and  cooperativeness.

Will  Baptists  of  North  Carolina,  convened  in  its  259th  annual  session  with  Free  Union 
Original  Free  Will  Baptist  Church  of  Walstonburg,  North  Carolina,  on  Thursday, 
November  8,  2007,  at  9:30  a.m. 

The  Conference  opened  with  the  hymn,  "The  Family  of  God."  Mr.  James  Wiggins  read 
scripture  taken  from  Matthew  26:36-46  and  lead  us  in  prayer.

Report  of  the  Church  Growth  Committee 

During  2006/2007  the  Central  Conference  Church  Growth  and  Evangelism  Committee 
approved  the  following  requests: 

Saratoga  Original  Free  Will  Baptist  Church  requested  $500  for  an  evangelism  conference 
entitled  Student  Life.  The  trip  exposes  youth  to  evangelism  work  with  senior  citizens, 
children,  soup  kitchens,  etc.  The  exposure  has  given  youth  and  even  adults  the  drive 
needed  to  come  back  to  the  local  community  and  serve  others.  An  outreach  team  has  been 
put  into  place  at  Saratoga  to  help  with  work  in  their  community  as  a  result  of  the 
experience  received  from  this  conference. 

Free  Union  Original  Free  Will  Baptist  Church  in  Walstonburg  requested  $500  to  assist 
with  a  young  adult  outreach  evening.  The  evening  provided  food  and  fellowship,  but  most 
importantly  a  means  for  assessing  the  needs  of  young  adults  and  promoting  new  programs 
geared  toward  younger  adults.  " 

We  were  able  to  look  at  what  types  of  programs  will  gain  the  interest 
of  younger  families,  college  age  adults,  and  middle  age  parents.

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Report  of  the  Continuing  Education  Committee 
Continuing  Education  Units 

The  purpose  of  the  Central  Conference  Continuing  Education  Program  is  to  help  our 
ministers  with  the  practice  of  life-long  learning.  By  continuing  their  education  Central 
Conference  ordained  ministers  will  continue  to  grow  in  their  spiritual  walk  with  Christ  and 
as  they  grow  they  will  be  better  equipped  to  serve  the  churches  of  the  Central  Conference. 
As  the  leadership  of  the  churches  grow  the  church  itself  will  grow,  therefore  the  growth  and 
continuing  education  of  the  ministers  is  vital  to  the  growth  of  the  church.  It  is  imperative 
that  the  ministers  of  the  Central  Conference  follow  the  advice  given  to  Timothy  by  Paul 
when  he  said,  "Study  to  show  thyself  approved  unto  God,  a  workman  that  needeth  not  to 
be  ashamed,  rightly  dividing  the  word  of  truth." 

Guidelines 

Continuing  Education  Units  (henceforth  referred  to  as  CEU's)  will  be  based  on  educational 
opportunities.  These  would  include  reading  a  book,  attending  a  seminar  or  class,  or  taking 
a  college  or  seminary  class.  Books  that  are  read  must  be  submitted  with  the  following 
information:  name  of  book,  author,  publisher,  dates  the  book  was  read  and  a  typed  150- 
word  summary  and  application  of  the  book.  Seminars  must  be  submitted  with  the 
following  information:  organization  that  sponsored  the  seminar,  presenter's  name,  length 
of  seminar,  and  a  typed  150-word  summary  and  application  of  the  seminar.  College  or 
seminary  courses  must  be  submitted  with  the  following  information:  College  or  seminary 
where  class  was  taken,  professor's  name,  copy  of  the  syllabus,  and  typed  150-word 
summary  and  application  of  the  class. 

Credits 

CEU  credits  will  be  given  according  to  the  following  scale: 

Books:  up  to  200  pages  Vz  CEU;  200-400  pages  1  CEU.  Books  over  400  pages  will  be 
considered  on  an  individual  basis. 

Seminars:  3-5  hour  seminar  V%  CEU;  6-10  hour  seminar  1  CEU.  Seminar  over  ten  hours 
will  be  considered  on  an  individual  basis. 

College  or  Seminary  Class:  If  the  class  is  taken  from  an  accredited  institution  (Southern 
Association  of  Colleges  and  Schools  or  Association  of  Theological  Schools  in  the  United 
States  and  Canada)  one  will  receive  4  CEUs  for  each  credit  hour.  (Credit  hour  equals  one 
hour  per  week  in  class  for  sixteen  weeks;  for  example  if  you  take  a  3  credit  hour  course  you 
will  receive  12  CEUs.)  If  the  course  is  taken  from  an  institution  that  is  not  accredited  by 
SACS  or  ATS,  then  it  will  be  considered  on  an  individual  basis. 

Areas  of  Study 

Biblical  Studies:  This  includes  any  area  of  study  from  the  Bible  such  as  books  of  the 
Bible,  themes,  authors,  or  historical  information  from  the  Bible. 

Historical  Studies:  This  includes  History  of  the  Christian  Church,  Free  Will  Baptist 
Denomination,  or  Local  Churches. 
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jTheological  Studies:  This  includes  areas  of  studies  from  the  following:  Prolegomena, 
Bibliology,  Theology  Proper,  Christology,  Pneumatology,  Anelology,  Anthropology, 
Soteriology,  Ecclesiology,  Eschatolog>',  etc. 

Practical  Studies:  This  includes  area  of  studies  concerning  the  working  and  growth  of  the 
local  church,  pastoral  care,  counseling,  leadership,  administration,  evangelism,  preaching 
md  worship. 

!!>piritual  Formation  Studies:  This  includes  area  of  studies  concerning  maturity  of 
Christians.

FOR  GENERAL  INFORMATION 

Churches  are  reminded  that  they  are  to  call  ministers  from  the  list  of  ordained 
OFWB  ministers.  Those  ministers  who  are  members  of  sister  conferences  must 
be  cleared  by  the  Eastern  Conference  Examining  Board  before  being  extended  a 
call  by  the  local  congregation. 
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Eastern  Conference  ministers  are  reminded  that  they  are  required  to  properly 
register  and  attend  the  annual  sessions  of  the  Eastern  Conference  and  the 
Convention  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists.  Letters  requesting  excusal  must 
contain  the  Conference  registration  fee  (waived  for  retired  ministers).  Ministers 
who  fail  to  attend  two  consecutive  years  without  reasonable  excuse  are  subject  to 
censure  and/or  the  revocation  of  their  ministerial  credentials. 

We  remind  our  churches  that  licensed  ministers  are  not  to  hold  offices  in  the 
Church  or  Sunday  School  of  which  they  are  a  member  so  that  they  may  have 
opportunity  to  preach  and  visit  other  churches.  Licensed  ministers  may  do  short- 
term  supply  work  in  a  church,  limited  to  ninety  days.  They  are  encouraged  to 
work  as  student  ministers  with  experienced  ministers  to  learn  the  work  of  the 
ministry.  They  may  not  officiate  at  weddings  or  administer  the  Ordinances  of  the 
Gospel.  They  may  preach  as  they  have  opportunity,  and  they  may  officiate 
funerals.  The  license  period  is  a  one-year  term,  with  a  five-year  limit  to  complete 
the  requirements  for  ordination.  If  at  any  time  the  licensed  minister  allows  his 
license  to  lapse,  the  entire  process  must  be  restarted  beginning  with  the 
recommendation  of  the  local  church  to  the  Ministerial  Examining  Board. 

The  location  and  date  for  the  2007  Eastern  Conference  Basic  Education  Seminar 
will  be  announced  when  confirmed.  While  required  for  licensed  ministers,  others 
may  choose  to  attend  for  fellowship,  inspiration,  and  continuing  education. 
Advanced  seminars  are  available  upon  request  by  a  sufficient  number  of 
registrants.  For  more  information  contact  Adrian  Grubbs. 

The  Examining  Board  reminds  all  ministers  licensed  after  October  19,  2001 
of  the  requirement  to  attend  annually  at  least  one  continuing  education 
workshop/seminar  (such  as  those  provided  by  the  Sunday  School  Board)  each 
year  they  are  licensed. 

The  Ministerial  Examining  Board  meets  at  the  Conference  Office  in  Kinston  on 
the  Monday  following  the  second  Sunday  in  the  months  of  November,  January, 
March,  July,  and  September.  These  dates  are  subject  to  change.  Individuals  with 
business  to  be  brought  to  the  Board  are  requested  to  contact  the  secretary  so  that  a 
time  may  be  scheduled.

PROCEEDINGS 

The  One  Hundred  Thirty-eighth  Annual  Session  of  the  Pee  Dee  Association  of 
Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  convened  at  Mt.  Olive  Original  Free  Will 
Baptist  Church  in  Columbus  County,  NC  October  20,  2007.

License  Period: 

There  is  a  one-year  term  on  the  license  to  preach  the  gospel  with  a  five-year 
maximum  on  the  amount  of  time  allowed  to  preach  under  license  in  preparation  for 
ordination.  If  at  any  time  the  licensed  minister  allows  the  license  to  lapse,  the  entire 
licensing  process  must  be  restarted  beginning  with  the  recommendation  of  the  local 
church  to  the  Board  of  Ordination. 

Ordination  Requirements: 

We  commend  to  our  member  churches  and  to  all  of  our  licensed  ministers  the 
attached  Requirements  for  Ordination.  This  document  will  serve  as  a  checklist  for 
our  licensed  ministers  as  they  move  toward  ordination.  This  document  will  also  aid 
our  churches  in  answering  initial  questions  that  a  candidate  might  have  in  regards  to 
the  requirements  for  ordination. 

Conference  Attendance: 

A.  Any  minister  (licensed  or  ordained)  holding  membership  in  the  Western 
Conference,  who  fails  to  attend  the  annual  session  of  the  Conference  for  two 
consecutive  years  or  fails  to  send  a  letter  showing  reasonable  excuse  for  non- 
attendance,  is  subject  to  censure  and/or  the  revocation  of  his  credentials  of 
ordination. 

B.  All  ministers  (licensed  or  ordained)  serving  in  the  Western  Conference  in 
any  pastoral  position  are  required  to  register  and  attend  the  annual  session  of  the 
Western  Conference.  Pastoral  positions  include  but  are  not  limited  to  pastors, 
associate  pastors,  and  youth  ministers.  Failure  to  attend  two  consecutive  years  or 
failure  to  send  a  letter  showing  reasonable  excuse  for  non-attendance  will  subject  the 
minister  to  censure  and/or  the  revocation  of  his  credentials. 

Annual  Convention  Attendance: 

Any  minister  (licensed  and  ordained)  holding  membership  in  the  Western 
Conference  is  required  to  register  and  attend  at  least  one  day  of  our  annual  two-day 
Convention  of  OFWBs,  which  meets  Wednesday  and  Thursday  following  the 
second  Sunday  of  May.  A  letter  stating  a  reasonable  excuse  will  also  be  accepted  in 
lieu  of  this  requirement.  It  may  be  sent  to  either  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Ordination 
or  the  Clerk  of  the  Conference. 

Ministers  Transferring  into  the  Western  Conference: 

A.  From  Sister  Conferences:  These  ministers  must  be  cleared  with  the  Western 
Conference  Board  of  Ordination  prior  to  assuming  the  pastorate  to  which  they  are 
called.  This  is  the  responsibility  of  the  church  calling  the  minister;  however  the 
minister  should  be  sure  it  has  been  done  prior  to  beginning  the  prospective  work. 
This  is  a  simple  procedure  designed  to  protect  our  churches  from  harm.  Our 
churches  are  not  independent  of  the  Conference  as  is  true  in  some  other 
denominations  and  groups. 
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B.  From  other  Denominations:  For  this  information  you  are  referred  to  page  89 
of  our  Articles  of  Faith  &  Principles  of  Church  Government. 

13.  The  Christian  Flag  Service  for  Ministers: 

The  Board  of  Ordination  will  serve  as  the  Conference  Christian  Flag 
Committee.  Any  minister  serving  in  the  Western  Conference  at  the  time  of  his  death 
will  be  given  the  Christian  Flag  Service  if  the  minister  has  so  requested  or  the  family 
so  desires.  The  flag  will  be  purchased  by  the  Conference. 

14.  Items  for  Praise: 

1 .  Our  newly  ordained  ministers

15.  Things  a  Licensed  Minister  Can  and  Cannot  Do: 

1.  A  licensed  minister  cannot  be  called  or  hired  as  pastor  of  any  church. 

2.  A  licensed  minister  can  serve  a  church  on  an  interim  or  supply  basis  under 
the  supervision  of  his  Board  of  Ordination  Advisor  or  another  ordained  minister  as 
directed  by  the  Board  of  Ordination.  This  service  is  to  be  limited  to  six  months  in 
any  one  church.  If  the  church  wishes  an  extension  on  the  services  of  the  licensed 
minister,  the  church  must  appeal  to  the  Board  of  Ordination. 

3.  A  licensed  minister  administer  the  ordinances  of  the  Gospel. 

4.  A  licensed  minister  cannot  perform  wedding  ceremonies. 

5.  A  licensed  minister  can  conduct  worship  services,  preach,  and  teach  as  the 
opportunities  are  afforded  to  the  licensed  minister. 

6.  A  licensed  minister  can  officiate  in  a  funeral  service. 

7.  A  Licensed  minister  can  be  elected  to  serve  as  temporary  chairman  of  a 
business  meeting  with  the  exceptions  as  outlined  on  pg.  74,  paragraph  2  of  The 
Articles  of  Faith  and  Principles  of  Church  Government. 

8.  A  licensed  minister  can  vote  at  the  annual  conference. 

16.  Recommendations  to  the  Conference: 

1.  The  ministers  ordained  since  our  last  conference,  the  Reverends  Larry  N. 
Matthews  and  Don  A.  Fleming,  and  those  ministers  who  have  met  the  requirements 
for  ordination  and  exchanged  credentials,  the  Reverends  William  D.  Radford  and 
Tim  McFatter,  and  the  Reverend  Terry  Ellis  be  welcomed  into  the  Conference  with 
the  Right  Hand  of  Fellowship  by  the  Moderator  and  their  names  be  added  to  the  list 
of  duly  ordained  ministers  of  the  Western  Conference  by  the  Conference  Clerk.

The  eightieth  annual  session  of  the  North  Carohna  Woman's  Auxiliary  Convention  of 
Original  Free  Will  Baptists  met  on  May  10,  2007  at  Pleasant  Hill  Original  Free  Will 
Baptist  Church,  Pikeville,  North  Carolina,  hosted  by  the  Western  Woman's  Auxiliary 
Convention.  The  theme  was  "Life  Can  Be  Better"  with  scripture  from  Matthew  6:33,  "But 
seek  ye  first  the  kingdom  of  God,  and  his  righteousness,  and  all  these  things  shall  be  added 
imtoyou." 

Auxiliary  women  from  across  the  state  joined  to  form  the  convention  choir.  Under  the 
direction  of  Lynn  Prescott,  this  choir  brought  special  music  throughout  the  convention.

No  items  of  business  were  brought  before  the  convention  during  the  first  business  session. 

Pam  Braxton  directed  the  memorial  service.  She  shared  a  poem,  "Ben  Adam",  by  Lee  Hunt 
with  the  convention.  She  stressed  that  women  share  love  for  God  and  love  to  our  neighbors 
through  the  three  arms  of  the  Auxiliary:  missions,  devotion,  and  service.  She  asked  one 
representative  fi'om  each  local  Auxiliary  who  had  had  a  deceased  member  since  our  last 
convention  to  stand  and  think  of  that  woman's  contribution  to  the  Auxiliary  as  she  prayed. 

During  the  break  which  followed  the  memorial  service,  A-1  Auxiliaries  were  asked  to  get 
their  certificates. 

Our  time  of  worship  began  with  a  call  to  worship  by  the  convention  choir,  "Hear  the  Voice 
of  Jesus  Calling".

Lie  3  -  Life  can  be 
better  if  we  tear  someone  else  down.  Lie  4  -  Life  can  be  better  if  we  take  charge  of  our  own 
lives.  She  reminded  us  that  life  can  become  better  when  we  listen  to  God.  And  then  she  told 
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US  how  to  know  when  God  is  speaking.  We  should  be  so  wrapped  up  in  God  that  we  know 
what  God  would  say  or  do  in  any  situation.

•  Be  it  resolved  that  we  give  a  rising  vote  of  thanks  to  the  host  church.  Pleasant 
Hill  OFWB  Church,  for  their  hospitality  and  fiicndliness  to  us  during  this 
convention  and  for  the  wonderful  breakfast  and  dinner  they  prepared  for  us.
